William J. Bryau, for the first time 
since Senator John M. Thurston, de- 
clared that he (Bryan) was in the 
emplov of the miue owners, has made 
an official denial, coupled with a chal- 
lenge to the national republican com* 
mlttee to come out in the open and 
accuse him or forever be silent. Mr. 
Bryan's attention had been called to 
the controversy 
between 
Senators 
Thurston and Stewart, and he deter* 
mined last night to settle the matter if 
possible. He therefore demands an 
open charge, which be says he will 
refute with details of his private life 
and his financial affairs or silence. He 
said last night: 


"I have already denied that charge 
on several occasions, but the reiteration 
of it by Senator Thurston, a distin- 
guished resident of my own statp, justi- 
fies me in answering it again. I have 
never at any time or under any circum- 
stances been in the employ of any mine 
owners, individually or collectively, 
directly or indirectly, nor haVe I ever 
been in the employ of or paid by any 
bimetallic league association. 
.Aside 
from my editorial salary of about |150 
per month, paid by the Omaha World- 
Herald, and a small amount derived 
from the legal profession, my income 
since my retirement from congress has 
been derived entirely from lectures 
before Chautauqua, Lyceum and lecture 
bureaus which have usually paid me a 
fixed sum. and froiu 
contHbutions 
made by the people of the localities 
where I have spoken. In some in- 
stances I have received nothing at all. 
In most cafes I have received more 
than enough to pay traveling expenses. 
In only two instances, I think, has my 
compensation exceeded 1100, and in 
these instances it was about $200 at one 
place and about |300 at another. 


"The first platform on which I ran for 
congress in 1890, before I was known 
politically outside of my state, con- 
tained a free coinage plank, and my 
republican opponent that year was an 
advocate of free coinage. In the cam- 
paign of 1892 I again ran on a tree 
coinage platform. In 1894 I again ran 
on a free coinage platform, and my 
opponent for the senate, Mr. Tburston, 
while opposing unlimited coinage, at 16 
to 1, insisted that he favored bimetal- 
lism. I wrote the free coinage plank 
on which I ran in 1890 and the free 
coinage planks in the Nebraska state 
platforms in 1891, 1894 and 1896, and 
tried to secure the adoption of free 
coinage planfts in the state platforms 
in 1892 and 1893. I only mention this 
to show that my advocacy of free silver 
is not of recent date. 


"Having made this answer to Mr. 
Thurstou'd letter, I shall hereafter take 
no notice of individual or newspaper 
comment on the subject. If the re- 
publican national committee will say 
officially that I have been employed to 
deliver speeches by any mine oirner, a 
group of mine owners, or by any associ- 
ation supported by mine owners I am 
ready to make a statement showing in 
detail all inoney received by me for 
spech making."

am a little puzzled when I read this 
speech to decide just what Bryan him- 
self imagines will be the fruit of the 
change in the standard of value 
throughout this country. 
If Bryan 
could show me that by any means 
known on heaven or earth, wages could 
be increased, I will be ready to support 
him, because I know of no test of 
prosperity absolutely infallible except 
the rate of wages paid to laborers. 
When we come to find how Bryan 
expects to increase the wages of labor 
we find ourselves lost in a maza of 
contradiction. 
No man can tell hov, 
where or when the wages of working- 
man are to be increased; tut anyone 
who examines the scheme can sea that 
the inevitable consequence of a de- 
basement in tho standard of value must 
be a reduction in the rate of wages, and 
that is the conspiracy in which the 
pipulists are engaged. 
Now, Mr. 
Bryan tells us that he wants to cheapen 
the dollar; that he wants to increase 
the volume of money. 
Nothing is 
more common than the mistake that 
money and property are identical. 
They are not. There may be a very 
Urge volume of circulating medium 
and very great poverty. The issue of 
paper money simply is no more an 
increase of wealth than the issue by an 
individual of hio promissory note would 
show an Increase of his property. 
As a 
matter of fact, the increase in coinage 
is no proof of an increase in property, 
but may be a strong proof of a decrewe 
in wealth. It Is not the volume of 
money, but the activity of money that 
counts. 


The basis of sound trade is sound 
money, money which like the gold 
coinage of this country, the government 
cannot affect if it tried to. I can take 
a $10 gold piece and I can defy all the 
powers of the governments of the earth 
to take five cents of value from it. 
Saving earned it by the sweat of ray 
brow; having earned it by the exercise 
of my brain; having earned it by the 
exchange of my commodities, I can go 
to the uttermost ends of the earth and 
wherever I present it, its value will ba 
unquestioned and unchanged. 
That 
gold dollar, this meeting, the demo- 
cratic party and the honest masses of 
this country without distinction of 
party divisions, demand shall be paid 
to the laborer when he earns it and 
that no power on earth shall cheat him 
out of the sweat of his brow. Mr. 
Bryan's language is that he is going 
to improve the conditions of the 
people of this country. If he is going 
to work any change la the condi 
tlons o? men he must increase the 
material possession of s^me part 
of the community. 
Now, if he got 
possession of the government tomor- 
row, he would not create one single 
thing of value by any exercise of 
governmental power in the world. No 
power ever yet exercised by tyrant or 
constitutional monarch can cause a 
biirren field to become fruitful. It re- 
quires the labor of men and of men 
alone to create wealth. If Mr. Bryan 
is going to enrich somebody, the thing 
which he meins to bestow on him. he 
must take from somebody else. Who 
is to be despoiled? 
Who is to be en- 
riched by the exercise of this new 
scheme of government? [A cry of the 
silver mine owners ] 
My friend, the 
silver mine owner will get cheated with 
the rest 
A government never can be 
generous, benauae If It be generous to 
one it muss be oppressive to another. 
Bat his financial scheme contemplates 
an increase In the prices of certain 
c »mmodlties, allowing labor to shift 
for itself. If the price of commodities 
be increased and the price of labor be 
left stationary, why that means the 
cutting down of the rate of wages. 


If instead of a dollar vrhich coGs'sts 
of a given quantity of gold equal to 100 
cents anywhere In the world, with a 
purchasing power of 100, the laborer is 
to be paid in dollars worth fifty cents 
each, why he can only buy half as 
much with a day's wages as he buys 
now. Wage earners, Mr. Bryan says, 
know that while the gold standard 
laises thp purchasing power of the 
dollar, it also makes it difl5cult to 
obtain possession of that dollar. 
They 
know that employment is ^ leas perma- 
nent, less work more probable, and re 
employment less certain. Mr. Bryan 
would have you balleve that prosperity 
Is advanced by cheapening the rate of 
wagts, but a fall in the rate of wages 
always comes from narrow production; 
and nftxrow production means there is 
little demand for labor in the market. 
When after the panic of 1873, the 


prJcs of labor fell to ninety cents per 
day, It was harder to obtain labor than 
when the rate of labor was $2 00. The 
dlfierence between the populist who 
seeks to cut down the rate of wages 
and the democrat who seeks to protect 
It, Is the democrat believes high wages 
and prosperity are synonymous and 
the populist wants to cut the la'e of 
wages in order that he may tempt the 
farmer to make war upon his own 
workingmen. 
Mr. Bryan leads the van 
in saying that it is the creditor he is 
after. 


Labor is always the creditor of at 
least one day's work. 
When any man 
can show me a laborer who has been 
paid in advance for a day's work, I will 
show him a laborer who is a debtor. 
The laborer by the very law of his 
being is creditor for a week's work or 
two weeks' work. Every great indus- 
trial enterprise hai for its chief credi- 
tors its own laborers. The heaviest 
account in every department of indus- 
try, whatever it may be, iij always the 
wages account. This proposal of the 
populists is intended to enlist the 
farmer in a conspiracy to reduce the 
wages paid to this labor that he may 
have a larger proportion of his own 
products, and they are willing to cut 
down the wages oi every man who 
works, in hope that they can sail into 
power on a wave of cupidity and greed 
awakened in the breast of the voter. 


MINERS KILLED. 


Fell From the Top to the Bottom 
of the Shaft. 


Tiie JLlte €rnshe<l Ont of Three Hen by 
a Distressing Accident at 
Bntte, ntont. 


BUTTE, Mont., Aug. 19.—Pete Ryan, 
foreman of the St. Lawrence mine, the 
property of the Anaconda mine, and 
Jack Campbell, and John Manning, 
two miners, were killed at 5:10 o'clock 
last evening by a fall of the cage from 
the top of the mine to the bottom of 
the shaft at the 1,200 level. The two 
miners were working at the bottom 
beneath the bulkhead at the 1,200 
level, deepening the shaft, when the 
cage containing Ryan fell from the top. 
instantly crushing the life out of the 
two men below, also killlog Ryan who 
was in tho cage. Eyan had just 
come to the' top and was about to step 
out of the cage when the brake refused 
to work and the cage started down the 
shaft with fearful velocity. The engi- 
neer on top tried t<f throw on the 
clutch but could not. The safety also 
refuaed to work and the engineer and 
brakeman jumped out of the window 
in time to avoid the crash of iron and 
wood as the reel broke to pieces and 
tons of iron was shot through roof and 
walls.

BAD FOR SHUMAN. 


A Young Man Charged With a 
Penitentiary Offense. 


Frank Shaman Receives Stolen Prop- 
erty, is Arrested and Bonnd Over 
to tbe Circoit Court. 


Frank Shuman, who is in the pawn 
broking and second hand buslneÄ with 
his 
father, 
Erastus 
Shuman, was 
placed under arrest today charged with 
a felony that is punishable by impris- 
onment in the penitentiary for not less 
than one and not more than lourteen 
years. 


The arrest was the culmination of a 
theft committed some time ago by Lee, 
the eighteen-year-old son of A. D.

At that 
time Mr. Craig did not know that his 
son committed the deed. When the 
officer called at Shuman's he was in- 
formed that no such a watch had been 
left there. The number of the time 
piece and a careful description were 
given to Mr, Shuman and the officer 
left. Later it developed that the ident- 
ical watch had been pawned at this 
place, the fact becoming known by a 
pawn ticket sent to Mr. Craig by his 
son, who had disappeared shortly after 
taking the' watch. Young Craig 'be- 
came penitent and wrote a letter to his 
father, explaining the reason of hia 
sudden departure and enclosing the 
pawn ticket. This act relieves the 
young man of any real dishonest 
motive, may it ba said to the credit of 
himself and his folks, who are highly 
respectable people. 


Frank Shuman must now explain to 
the court the circumstances of the case 
Claiming he did not have the watch 
when the officers called and being 
warned against receiving it puts him in 
a moat uncomfortable position. 


Frank Shuman has always been re- 
garded . as a bright and promising 
young fellow and his present dilemma 
is seriously regretted. 


The young man was placed under 
$500 bond to appear for trial in the 
circuit court.

damages against the United States on 
account of alleged violations of the neu- 
trality laws is not impossible, but that 
the United States will ever pay Spain a 
dollar is extremely improbable. 
The 
Spanish demand ia simply in the nature 
of a bluff. The United States govern- 
ment has done all that could have been 
expected short of actively interfering 
against the Cuban insurgents. At great 
expense, and in the face of an almost 
universal sentiment in the country in 
favor of the insurgents, the United 
States has kept vessels on guard along 
the Florida coast and elsewhere, and 
has, by so doing, prevented large rein- 
forcements from reaching the insur- 
gents. 
But for this action on the part 
of the United States, the island would 
have been lost to Spain months ago. 
Let but the United States declare a 
policy of "hands off," and regiments 
would join the Cubans where jeom- 
panies do now. Governments, even 
the most despotic, are affected by the 
sentiment of the mass of the people. 
The United States government is a 
government of, for and by the people. 
The people of the United States are in 
favor of the freedom of Cuba. ' Yet the 
government, in obedience to a sense of 
duty, has done much to prevent that 
freedom. It certainly has no money 
to pay Spain because it has not done 
more. 


Americans In.tlie Navy. 


While Americans have always been 
proud of their navy and its history, 
there has been considerable chagrin 
during recent years because of the f ^ t 
that the war vessels of the nation were 
manned largely by seamen who were 
not only foreigners by birth, but were 
hot even naturtdized American cHizehs. 
Ever since the revolutionary yriu, when 
England sent the Hessians to this 
country to subduó thé Y wikee rebéls, 
Americans 
hâve 
been 
pr^'udicèd 
against the plan of hiring foreigners to 
do their fighting. The great American 
naval victories have been won by Yan- 
kee tars, and while the Norw«gifins, 
Swedes, Portuguese ^ d Buasians may 
málí:e excelîéht sailors, so long as they 
have not a personal interést in the 
country they are to defend, their best 
efforts caonbt be. expected. The patriot 
is the best fighter and the man who is 
battling fòr his home always displays 
the greatest courage. 


It is agreeable toi note an improve- 
ment in this regárd in t^e përsâhnel of 
the trnited States havy. Some timeago 
Seiptâtary 'Herbert gave òrdérs ihat 
l^rèfërehdé in enlistment shbuld be 
given iU) Americans, and congress sup 
plémehted this action with á láW pér< 
mitting the ni^iuraliìiàtiòn òf sailorp, 
under certain conditions, without the 
formality of residing on lánd. 
As a 
result, the crews of the war yessels 
are ^ fast 
beconiing 
Americalaizad. 
f h e foreign element is riaipidly: dis- 
appearing, 
for, 
in 
the first placé, 
liiore natiye'bora éîtîzans àre being 
enlisted than wás the case a few 
yèars ágoí and, furthermore, many of 
the sàóst desirable of thé foreign sailors 
aré taking'adyantoge of the hew law to 
beòotne na|üfalized. 
They estèem it à 
piriviiege tò haVe the riii;ht té call the 
flag they sail under their own, and it is 
easy to l^elieve that their efficiency will 
be much incréased by the change. The 
new order of things is very gratifying, 
and if it can be so arrahgéd that iaiU 
the oflSoers and inen of the navy may 
be citizens, either by birth òr by 
naturalization. Amencané will 
take 
even more pride in their navy than at 
present.

Boarke Cockran's Speeeii. 
Ì No one will dispute the statement 
that Hon. Bourke Cockran is a brilliant, 
eloquent, able orator. 
He is probably 
one of the most forcible and effective 
platform speakers in the country and 
whenever or wherever he speaks he is 
always sure of a large audience. Hence 
it is not strange that at the meeUng 
held last night in Madison Square 
Garden, in He 
York city, when Mr. 
Cockran replied to the. speech made at 
the same placesrveral days ago by Mr. 
W. J. Bryan, the demòcratic candidate 
for president, he should be greeted by 
an audience which it is said numbered 
20,000 people.

Brilliant as was his address and 
grand as was his rhetoric, however, his 
argument againsjb the free coinage of 
silver, which, the democratic party and 
Mr. Bryan advócate, contained nothing 
new. 
It cohsistod of nothing W 
has already been sa^ by other speakers 
and through the editorial cplumD s of 
the republican press ever since the 
silver question has been under discuf- 
sioh, and hence the epeech w u not the 
''clincher for the gold st^dard "which 
its friends had hoped it ^w^ 


Some or his arguments have been 
exploded time and again by the demo- 
cratic press and democratic speakers. 
He asserts that the silver dollar, coined 
at thé ratio of 16 to 1, will be a fifty 
cent dollar, but he does not state that 
that dollar will pass in all the avenues 
of business in this country and pur- 
chase Just as much as a gold dollar will, 
but oh the other hand tells us that this 
dollar will only buy half as much as it 
does now. Such sophistry will 
not 
pass among men who ¡know what the 
purchasing power of the silver dollar 
really is. 
If the value of the silver 
dollar is ever reduced to fifty cents Mr. 
Cockran ought to know that labor will 
not be affected by it. 
The price of 
labor is governed by a law whfch, if 
wages were paid in depreciated fifty 
cent dollars, would give to the laborer 
just twice the amount of the face value 
of that money. 


And then Mr. Cockran stated 
"I 
can take a |10 gold piece and I can defy 
all the powers of the governments of 
the earth to take five cents of value 
from it." Mr. Cockran has probably 
forgotten that both gold and silver Am- 
erican coins pass in England's banks 
for just their bullion value, and that 
his gold 110 piece would not always be 
received for f 10 when he presented it 
there. 


When Bland and some of the other 
silver orators get after Mr. Coekran, the 
eloquent New Yoiker will have to 
crawl into his hole.

About the Clearing House. 


The best illustration of how millions 
of dollars' worth of commercial transac- 
tions cau bo conducted with the actual 
transfer of very little cash indeed is 
probably to be seen in the operations of 
a clearing house in a great city. 
The 
greatest part of its work of course con- 
sists in the balaucing, exchanging and 
reconveying to their original senders 
bank checks and other certificates of in- 
debtedness and readiness to pay. 


A. owes B. $1,000. 
A. does not carry 
BO much money around with him as a 
general thing. So he gives B. a check on 
his bank for the money. 
It is not con- 
venient for B. to go to A. 's bank and col- 
lect the money. He simply deposits the 
check for $1,000 in his own bank, which 
may be 100 miles distant from A.'s 
bank. 
B. 's bank lets him have the ac- 
tual money if he wantsi)| it, «ither all in 
a lump or in installments. But B. 's bank 
sends A. 's $1,000 check to the clearing 
house. There, where all the accounts of 
all the banks belonging to the clearing 
house are squared up, A. 's check is re- 
ceived and sent back to A. 's bank whence 
it started. 


The check may not be cashed so soon, 
however. It may be handed by B. over 
to somebody to whom he in turn owes 
money and put by that person into his 
particular bank. 
Sooner or later, how- 
ever, it returns to the clearing house. A 
few of the largest cities of the Union 
have clearing houses of their own. Snch 
houses in the west send checks, certifi- 
cates, etc., to the clearing houses of the 
eastern cities and those of the east re- 
turn western accounts in like manner. 


Before the clearing house methods 
were adopted banks used to settle thêir 
accounts with one another by sending 
from one to another messenger/^ loaded 
with bags of money and commercial pa- 
peri It was a clumsy and risky wa;y of 
doing business, and now they simply 
send their commercial paper either;Ou 
the debit or credit side to the clèarwg 
house, where the accounts are rapidly 
balanced between banks and each re- 
ceives back its own paper. 


The largest clearing house in this 
country is in New York, where paper 
representing $120,000,000 
Bometimes 
changes hands in a single day, that. tcib, 
with the exch^ge of very little césh 
money. Sixty-six banl^ belong td the 
New York Clearing House M^iaitiohi 
and during the panic of 1898 they made 
a compact that they would lisuppi^t' one 
another when an inconveniently ikrge 
demand Was made on the dep^its erf 
any one of them. Thëy did

asked and answers given, and which 
are forgotten at once, 
because 
they 
were never made to be remembered, 
has very little attraction for me. 


"In Lincoln, strange as it may per- 
haps seexp. to you coming from the 
east, we have a very delightful society. 
There is no great or formail entertain- 
ing, but there are profesaors from the 
state university, women who are mem- 
bers of clubs and who keep themselves 
informed on the topics of the day, stu- 
dents of the university, who hiave come 
from the east especially to study west- 
erti agricultural methods, forming a so- 
ciety which iS: attractive as well as in- 
tellectual. Of course you can find the 
same thing la the east, only with us, 
perhaps, there. is less artificiality and 
the hbllowness of society is what the 
newspapers seem to be always deplor- 
ing."

There were few of the older residents 
of Galena who knew General Grant bet- 
ter than General John C. Smith, the 
ex-lieutenant governor, now of Chicago. 
He knew him before the war, frequently 
met him in the army and was often 
with him after the trouble was over 
while the general lived in the Illinois 
town. 


It was my good fortune to dine with 
a party of gentlemen in which General 
Smith was an interesting figure a few 
years ago. Knowing the relations that 
had existed between the old commander 
and 
General 
Smith, I am afraid I 
schemed to turn the talk out of the cus- 
tomary Masonic channel, for it -was a 
pai-ty of thirty-third degree 
Masons 
who had assembled in Ohicago for the 
purpose of attending the funeral of the 
lato Dr. Hurlbut. 


For nearly an hour General Smith 
entertainer^ the company delightfully 
•with talks about Grant. The first story 
had a bearing on the charge so often 
made that General Grant was given to 
a rather too free use of intoxicants at 
certain periods (rf his life. 
General 
Smith was on his way up the Mississip- 
pi as the guest of Captain Webb of the 
steamer.

nearly every instance these have met

the rays are invaluable in the treatment 
of these,.diseases. 


Ampng the ^^first experin^ents were 
t^ase made with the diphtheria bi^ilU. ; 


were itìctótilated with the g«ms, 
'<me es^osëd to the rays, and the othei 
not exposed. Ili the formeir Vthe germs 
were destroyed while in the latteir they 
li^ji 


j^pllowing these te^ts, two guinea pigs 
were; in'olucated \vith a soVid culture of 
diphtheria prepared in the bacteriologic- 
al laboratory of the university. 
These 
pigs weighed 210 and 185 grams respec- 
tive^. One w ^ esçosed to the rays for 
jfour honrs in a wooden box having a 
rubber cover and is aUve tbday after 
eight weeks, and ho trace of the disease 
pan be found. The other pig, not expos- 
ed to the rays, died within 38 hours aft- 
er thé, injection of the poison.' The post 
iidortem examiñátipn showed: that his 
death wás due to the diphtheria germs. 


Following the diphtheria expérimenta 
the rays were. tried, upon anthrax, the 
diseñe fatal alike to stock and man. 
These have met wíth.a. m e a ^ e of suc- 
cess, but the result lias not yet been 
Officially announced. 
The last experi- 
ment, now being conducted, is with the 
consumption genus, 
A prominent rési- 
d â t of Columbia, Mo., ;háa been under- 
going this treatment jsince the early part 
p£ July*. Up tO'July 17 he Was treated 
sevèri times, being expo.sed to thé rays 
from one to three hours each time. Be- 
fore the fli-st exposure he was taking 
each day 40 drops of d^italis and 20 
drops of stropanthus. His pulse was 
very feeblè, he suffered greatly from a 
soreness in the ch^t and could not ex- 
pand his chest nor draw any but a short 
breath. Inside of .25 minutes after tbe 
rays were directed upon him the volume 
of his pulse had increased, the soreness 
left his chest, and he ooUld draw a long 
breaith and expand his lungs without 
difficulty.—Philadelphik Press.

ish misgovernment, to excessive taxation 
without representation and to insulting 
and oppressive treatment of Christian cit- 
izens by the Moslems, who are in a mi- 
nority of the population. 


The sublime porte has in previous re- 
bellions pacified the people with certain 
concessions and promises, which were very 
soon forgotten and disregarded after the 
revolt was over. Again Turkey is mak- 
ing concessions, and at the instigation of 
the united powers the Moslem governor 
general of Crete, Abdullah Paiha, has 
been deposed and Georgi Berovitch Pasha, 
a Christian, installed In his stead. 


The new governor geneiral is an Albani- 
an, of the Greek church, and was formerly 
muhavir, or vice governor, of Crete, in 
which position he became well known in 
Canea. Previous to his recent appoint- 
ment as vali, or governor, Of Crete he was 
in charge of the ^ministration of Samos 
and as: such received the title of Prince of 
^mos, which offlcially belongs ,tp the 
governor, of that island. He earned in 
Samos the reputation of being an hohest 
administrator. It may be added that as 
vali of Crete he has no conteol over the 
Turkish troops, which still remain under 
the mUitaiy command of Abdullah Pasha. 
Therefore, while he may do much to: miti- 
gate the governmental evils 'under Which 
^e" Cretans 
are ^ suffering, hé rânnot 
whoUy. suppress the militai; oUtaagès..

The bones of every Chinaman who 
dies in this country are sent back to 
the Celestial empire 
for 
interment. 
They are shipped in large boxes from 
San Francisco under the designation 
of "fishbone," at 
the rate of $20 a 
ton. 
This fishbone fiction is in order 
to evade the rule of the steamship 
companies, which charge full passen- 
ger rates for the transportation of dea.d 
bodies, says the New York World. 


Nearly every Chinaman who comes 
here is under the care of the Six Com- 
panies. 
They sign a c6ntract guar- 
anteeing to return the bones of the 
dead for burial with the bones of their 
ancestors. 
On every steamer leaving 
San Francisco there areinvalid Chinese 
steerage passengers who hope to live 
until they reach their native country. 
An agreement exists between the Six 
Companies and the steamship mana- 
gers which forbids the burial of these 
Chinamen should they die at sea, and 
the Six Companies furnish coffins of 
the peculiai- Chinese fashion for use 
in such emergencies. 


When a Chinaman dies at sea the 
body is embalmed, placed in a sealed 
coffin and lowered into the hold. The 
expense is paid by the other Chinese 
passengers and the stewards of the 
ship, all of whom, belong to that race. 


When the ship reaches 
Hongkong 
the coffins are deliver to the Tung 
Wah hospital, which gives thom 
to 
theii surviving friends in China, Every 
Chinaman among us is sup^poseit to be 
registered at the Tung Wah jiospital 
and with the Six Companie.^R San 
Francisco.

While Americans have always bee 


proud of their navy and its hiator) 
there has been considerable chagri 
during recent years because of the fac 
that the war vessels of the nation wer 
manned largely by seamen who wer 
not only foreigners by birth, but wer 
not even naturalized American citizens 
Ever since the revolutionary war, when 
England sent the Hessians to thi 
cDuutry to subdue the Yankee rebels 
Americans 
have 
been 
prejudicet 


against the plan of hiring foreigners t 
do their fighting The great American 
naval victories havo been won by Yan 
kee tara, and while the Norwegians 
Swedes, Portuguese and Russians may 
make excellent sailors, BO long as the' 
have not a personal interest in the 
country they are to derend, their bes 
efforts cannot be expeclod. The patrio 
ia the best fighter and the man who i 
battling for his home always displays 
the greatest courage. 


It is agreeable to note an improve 


ment in this regard in the personnel o 
the United States navy. Some time ago 
Secretary Herbert gave orders tha 
preference in enlistmt&t should be 
given to Americans, and congress sup 
plemented this action with a law per 
milting the naturalization of sailorp 
under cert«in conditions, without the 
formality of residing on land 
As 


result, the crewa of the war vessels 
are 
fast 
becoming 
Americanized. 


Tho foreign clement is rapidly dis 
appearing, for, in the first place, 
more native born citizana are being 
enlisted than was the case a few 
years ago, and, furthermore, many ol 
the most desirable of the foreign sailors 
are taking advantage of the new law to 
become naturalized 
They esteem it a 


privilege to have the right lo call the 
Hag they sail under their own, and it is 
easy to believe that their < tliciency will 
be much increased by the change. The 
new order o1 things is very gratifying, 
and if it can be so arranged that all 
the olHc.era and men of the navy may 
be citi/.ans, either by birth or by 
naturalization, Americans will 
take 


even more pride in their navy than at 
present. 


Kotirkc Cockrnu's Speocli. 


No one will dispute the statement 


that Hon. Bourke Cockran is a brilliant, 
eloquent, able orator. 
He is probably 


one of the most forcible and effective 
platform speakers in the country and 
whenever or wherever he speaks he i» 
always sure of a largo audience. Hence 
it is not strange that at the meeting 
held last night in Madison f-'quire 
Garden, in Ne.v York city, when Mr. 
Cockran replied to the speech made at 
the same plsce s' veral days ago by Mr. 
W. J. BryaD, the democratic candidate 
for president, he should be greeted by 
an euiience which it is said numbered 
20,000 people. 


Brilliant as was his address and 


grand as was his rhetoric, however, his 
argument against the free coinage of 
silver, which tho democratic party and 
Mr. Bryan advocate, contained nothing 


new. 
It consisted of nothing but what 


has already been said by other speakers 
aud through the editorial columns of 
the republican press ever since the 
siher question has been under discuf- 
sion, and hence the speech was not the 
"clincher for the gold «tandard "which 
its friends had hoped it would be.

About the Clearing House. 


The lx-st illustration of how millions 


cf dollars' worth of commercial transac- 
tions can Le conducted with the actual 
transfer of very little cash indeed ia 
probably to be seen in the operations of 
a clearing house in a great city. 
The 


greatest part of itH work of course con- 
sists in the balancing, exchanging and 
recoiueying to their original senders 
bank cheeks and other certificates of in- 
debtedness and readiness to pay. 


A. OWLS b. $1,000. 
A. does not carry 


fo much money around with him as a 
gf m-r;ii thini,'. So lie gives IJ. a check on 
his bank fur the money. 
It is not con- 


\enitnt forB. to go to A.'s bank and col- 
lect the nioniy. Ho simply deposits the 
ehtrkfor $1,000 in Ins own bank, which 
may bo InO i:iik'.s distant from A.'9 
bank. IJ. 's bank lets him have tho ac- 
tual money if he- want^it, either all iu 
a lump or in installments. But B. 's bank 
seuds A. 's $1,000 chc-ck to tho clearing 
house. Theie, \\hero all the accounts of 
all tho tanks belonging to the clearing 
house are squared up, A.'s check is re- 
ceived and sent back to A. 's bank whence 
it start, d. 


Tho check may not be cashed so soon, 


however. It may bo handed by B. over 
to ioincbody to whom he in turn owes 
money and put by that person into his 
particular b.ink. 
Scoisc-t or later, how- 


ever, it returns to the clearing house. A 
few of tho laigest cities of the Union 
have clearing houses of their own. Such 
houses in the west send check", certifi- 
cates, etc., to the clearing houses of tho 
eastern cities and those of tho east re- 
turn western accounts in like manner. 


Before tho clearing house methods 


wero adopted banks used to settle their 
accounts with ouu another by sending 
from one to another messengers loaded 
with bags of money aud commercial pa- 
per. It was a clumsy and risky way of 
doing business, mid now they simply 
send their commercial paper either on 
the debit or credit sido to the clearing 
hou"e, where tho accounts are rapidly 
balanced between banks and each re- 
ceives back its own paper. 


Tho largest clearing house in this 


country is in New York, where paper 
representing $120,000,000 sometimes 
changes hands in a single day, that, too, 
with tho exchange of very little cash 
money. Sixty-sis banks belong to tho 
New York Clearing House association, 
and during the panic of 1893 they inadri 
a compact that they would support ouo 
another when an inconveniently largo 
demand was made on tho deposits of 
any ouo of them. They did this by 
means of the issue of clearing house- cer- 
tificates.

There were few of the older residents 


of Galena who knew General Grant bet- 
ter thuu General John C. Smith, the 
ex-lieutenant governor, now of Chicago. 
He knew him before tho war, frequently 
mot him iu tho army and was often 
with him after th3 trouble was over 
while tho general lived in the Illinois 
town. 


It was my good fortune to dine with 


a party of gentlemen in which General 
Smith was an interesting figure a few 
years ago. Knowing the relations that 
had existed between the old commander 
and General Smith, I am afraid I 
schemed to turn the talk ont of tho cus- 
tomary Masonic channel, for it was a 
party of thirty-third degree Masons 
who had assembled in Chicago for tho 
purpose of attending the funeral of tho 
latoDr. Hnrlhut. 


For nearly an hour General Smith 


entertained tho company delightfully 
•with talks about Grant. The first story 
had a bearing on the charge so often 
made that General Grant was given to 
a rather too freo use of intoxicants at 
certain periods of his life.

Smith wai on iiis way np tho Mississip- 
pi O9 tho guest of Captain Webb of the 
steamer. 
After they had passed La 


Crosso he heard a gentleman talking 
loudly about his personal acquaintance 
•with General Grant. He had known 
him before the war and since then; had 
had various interesting boots with him. 
They had drunk hour after hour to- 
gether. General Smith became indig- 
nant and asked tho man wliero he had 
had such experiences with 
General 


Grant. 


"Oh, I used to drink a great deal 


with him at his homo in Galena. I 
met him during tho war and drank 
with him then, aud I have had various 
nice times with him over our bowls 
since then." 


"What year did yon drink with Gen- 


eral Grant in Galena?" 


"Oh, along Irorn 1854 to 1856." 
"Ah, 
just as I supposed;" 
said 


Grant's champion. 
"Captain Grant 


didn't como to Galena uiitil 1860. and 
I toll you that you didu't drink with 
him there or iu tl\e army; nor have yon 
had bouts with him since the war." 
The fellow hung his head and could soy 
nothing. 


"Those stories about Grant's drink-

whoso place was near the store of Grant 
& Perkins. They would ask him if he 
knew Grant. 'Yes.' 'Was he over in 
your saloon?1 'Oh, yes, a great many 
times.' 'Used to drink pretty hard, 
didu't lie, before thcuwar?' 'So, sir, he 
didn't drink n drop. There is not a sa- 
loon keeper in Galena who oversaw him 
take a drink. Customers who bought 
goods of Grant & Perkins would invite 
the captain into the saloW Ho nlwaj-s 
took a cigar; he never drank. 
Ask any 


one in town and ho will tell you Cap- 
tain Grant was not a drinker.' 


"After Grant's second election and 


the question of civil service reform was 
being brought to tho front a number in 
Galeua thought they would use that 
sentiment to keep their postmaster in 
the service. There was another candi- 
date, Mr. Houghtoii, a fine man, a 
printer editor, who conld go to the cascr 
and set np an editorial without having 
first written it 
Nearly everybody 


thought well of him. Ho needed the 
office; but tho other wan had tho pull 
with Congressman Bnrchard. I had 
business in New York, That attended 
to I ran over to Washington, getting 
there the morning after tho congres- 
sional delegation had decided to unite 
iu requesting the reappointment of (Jon- 
gressmau Burchard's friend. The latter 
said, 'Smith, I am glad you aro in 
Washington. You aro well acquainted 
with General Grant, Wo aro going to 
the White House today to ask him to 
reappoint tho Galena postmaster. Go 
with ns.' I consented. Tho president 
received ns cordially. Burchard made a 
strong plea. Several other members sec- 
onded h is efforts. I made what 1 thought 
was a convincing talk. Tho president 
quietly listened to everything. 
" 'Have you said all you wish to say, 


gentlemen?' asked tho general. 


" 'Yes, Mr. President, wo have pre- 


sented our case as strongly as we know 
how to do,' answered Burchard. 
" 'Gentlemen, tho president is sup- 


posed to select the postmasters, but it is 
a mistake. Senators and members make 
the selection r.^clt! "prc-iclc::t appoints. 
But it has occurred to mo that I am not 
grasping or immodest "in assuming the 
right to choose tho postmaster of my 
own town. Gentlemen, I shall appoint 
Mr. Houghtou.' And the next day Mr. 
Houghton was appointed postmaster of 
Galena. 


"Tho president had decided some 


time before to appoint Mr. Houghton, 
but ho wanted to make tho appointment 
with as little embarrassment as possible 
to Congressman Bnrchard. He wanted 
Bnrchard to make a record for having 
exerted himself to his fullest extent to 
secure the appointment That would 
set him right with the. postmaster, and 
Grant didn't care what tho people said 
about him for appointing Houghton. 
He had satisfied himself that the right 
thing to do was to appoint that old 
printer editor, and we all agreed before 
the tejni expired that the president had 
done the right thing.

with SUCTPM and prove oniH-lr.sively that 
tho rays an- invnluabla iu the treatment 
of thaso diseases. 


Auionj; tlio fn-iit experiiuonls \vero 


thaso nmde with thu diphtheria bacilli. 
Tulx'8 were Jnix-ulnted with the germs, 
ono expcwd to the rays, and 
I ho othei 


not exno=i-d. In tlio former tlio gcrnw 
woro deatroyod, while in the latter they 
lived. 


Following these tests, two guinea pig= 


were itiolucated with a Hilid uulturu of 
diphtheria prepared in th« bacteriologic- 
al laboratory of tlio university. These, 
pigs weighed 210 and 18,) gr-ims rciipcc- 
tively. Ono v as exposed to tho rays for 
four hours in a wooden Ujx having a 
rubber cover ami is aim- today after 
eight weeks, and no tracu of tho disease, 
can bo found. The other pig, not expos- 
ed to tho rayp, died within 28 hours aft- 
er tho injection of the iiolson. Tho post 
mortem examination showed that hi* 
death was duo to the diphtheria germs. 


Following tho diphtheria experiments 


tho rays were tried upon anthrax, the 
disease fatal aliko to .stock aud man. 
These have met with a measure of suc- 
cess, but the resu't lias not yet bceu 
officially announced. 
Tlio last experi- 


ment, now being conducted, is with the 
consumption germs. 
A prominent resi- 


dent of Columbia, JIo., has been under- 
going this treatment since the early part 
of July. Up to July 17 ho was treated 
seven timcfl, being exposed to the ray.* 
from ono to three hours each timo. Be- 
fore, the first exposure ho was taking 
each day 40 drops of digitalis and 20 
drops of stropiinthus. His pulso was 
very feeble, ho suffered greatly from a 
soreness in tho chest and could not ex- 
pand his client nor draw any but a short 
breath. Inside of 25 minutes after the 
rays were directed upon him tho volume 
of his pulse had increased, tho soreness 
left his chest, and ho could draw a long 
breath and expand bis lungs without 
difficulty. —Phi ladelphia Press.
